It is 
said that the Swedes took the atand 
that they were treating with the Nor- 
wegians, not In their capacity as rep- 
resentatives of the government in ex- 
istence, but as representatives of tho 
cabinet appointed by King Oscar, thus 
emphasizing the fact that Sweden docs 
not recognize Norway's claim that the 
union has already been dissolved. 
This Is dented •by Norwegians here, 
but the report Is puDlIshed by tiio 
After Poaten ot Chrlstlania, 

Th" Swedish dologatos are assisted 
hy their military exiierts. The feel- 
ling this evening Is lliul. if tho coiifor- 
enco Calls to reiudi nil iigre'cment within 
a week, the negotiations are likely to 
bo HUddonly broken off. The Norwe- 
gian dologatos are not u-m oiitlmistlc as 
thoy were on their n.rriviil here. 

Premier MlchelHPti of Norway pre- 
dicts that the negotiations will per- 
haps last two weeks.

Ihey are not allowed by tlie resula- 
tlon.s to be employed on any skilled 
work, even tliouKli tliey may be or 
become liilly capable oC auch employ- 
ment. Wlilte artisans so omjiloylnK 
them, or Instructing thorn even ca.su- 
ally, liave been discharged by their 
employers. 

" Tlie Zulu Is tr;e native (uilvcrsally 
employed In the Transvaal for domes- 
tic service. Maiiy would prefer the 
Chinamen, especially as cooks. This, 
however, Is absolutely prohibited by 
the' regulations, nor Is the t.'liinaman 
allowed to einbai-k on his own account 
In market gardening, laundry work, or 
In any Independent work of any kind. 
They are enclosed within brick walled 
compoimds, wherein there are all the 
conveniences they require for feeding 
and sleeping, and they are inarched 
out to work day by day under the 
direction of ClUnese policemen, and 
returiunl each nisiit to the compound. 
It is a rare thing to see a Clilnarnan 
in tile .streets of Joha.'uiesburg', for in 
order 'o go into the town a special 
pass Is reiU'lslte, and such iia.ssus are 
only tfiven to those who l an be trusted.

sia. As Russia is likely to bo crippled 
in Ifer resources for many years to come, 
the urgency of increasing the army aud 
the taxation of India i« noi apparent. 
The debt of India olready-amouuts to 
$1,004,975,000, ^he cottu.try, ■ is heavily 
taxed, is never free' fr"om''famlne and 
Iilaguc, aud there is a constant and not 
always siicoessful struggle to maintain 
an eiiu'librium between itieomo and ex- 
peuditiiro. Ijast year the burden of tax- 
ation for the masses T>-a.s lightened a lit- 
tle by reducing the tax on salt -0 por 
cent, and by raising the income assess- 
ment. It is evident, however, that the 
burden of taxation on tho while poinila- 
tion must be very miicli increased when 
Lord Kitchener's plans are put iu force. 
Moreover, it Is quite uii-Britisb to set 
the military authority above the, civil, 
which would seem to bo the practical 
eitiH't of what has been done. It is fair 
lo assume thiit Lord Kitchener was able 
to advance some very powerful rensonn 
for the change before the government as- 
sented. Lord Kitchener is perhaiw the 
most trusted and strongest nian in the 
Eininro, but in so far as I^ord C'urzon's 
retiri'uiont lias been caused by hi« vin- 
dication of civil governnieat agninst mili- 
tary dirtatorsliip, ana by his objection 
to greatly increiised expenditures, he will 
appeal powerfully to the seconil thought 
of the average Briton. ' The successor to 
Lord CurzoD is Lord Miuto, who is a 
soldier first and foremost, and who is 
likely to enter into Lord Kitchener's 
plans with syiiiiiatliy. Lord Kitrheiier 
.seems likely indee<l to be the real ruler 
of India fnim this time forth iiulil he 
ijelires. He is a very strong ina» and 
must, have a wonderful liolil on the gov- 
ernment to bo able to ciuise the retire- 
iiient of siu'li a man as Lord Curzon, 
whose niniu' liithertu has bei'ii syiiony- 
Iiious with surress. 1 1 is a ijuestioil 
wlii'tlici- l.onl ('ur/iin's a^'gressive ex- 
pausioaism or Lord Kitcbeaer's niili- 
tarisni is tlie more <langerous policy from 
nn imperial point of view. I'liere is un 
advantage and a disadvantage in strong- 
tnan rule.

SOUND SIGNALS AT SEA. 

Mail advices just to hand state that 
an oUleial trial was made at Dover, Eng. 
last month, in the presence of the deputy- 
master and other brethren of Trinity 
House, of the .system of submarine sig- 
nalling by bells under water inauguratcl 
by tlie Submarine Signalling Company 
Mf I'osfoii. A nimuTous company, repre- 
seiilative of various shipping <-onipanie.s, 
harbor bourdK,>'und the admiralty, was 
present. The Trinity ' House yacht 
Irene was employed for the purpose. 
Three miles was lixed as the limit with 
a vessel of .shallow draught like the 
Irene, and at this distance the signals 
given by tlje bells were distinctly heard, 
and the direction from which they eman- 
ated could be readily located. Even at 
greater distances the bell could be dis- 
tinctly heard, and ou large> vessels, 
whbr'o the transmitter can bo placed 18 
feet or 20 feet below the water-line, sig- 
nals have been heard over eight miles. 
-Mr. .1. U. Millot, the representative of 
the Hoston company, explained the de- 
tails connected with the operation of the 
.system, and the trials were regarded as 
having been 'eminently satisfactory.

Little Lectures. 

' The most helpless Ihiu;; in Un; workl, 
is u little cliihl, iiiul the (.•ruolties which 
are iiiilicted v.iwii iheiii arc without iiuin- 
ibor. 

Sometimes, when t think of reiiicjir- 
ijiitiou, nnd remember tliat for luauy 
ximeH yet, I iiuist repeat childlioud, I 
tremble to think tlml i may be the victim 
or parents as thoughtlessly i-rue! as 
I see about me in tliis jiresent world; 
and I wonder if there is nut in the atliii'- 
ition a ^'limnier of the orthodox bailes. 

The cruelties begin in babylioiul, v.iien 
a siekly, weak, jjale-fuced little mors-t-'l 
of huuiunlty it> bundled into :i peraw- 
bulator aud wheeled from store In store, 
left in the hot sun while its loving mama 
liunts bargains, or "looks over the latest 
styles," or faces a cold wind that would 
send an older nnd stronger mortal to a 
siek bed, at least. I do not wonder tbut 
ehild mortality is so great when 1 con- 
sider the mothers and the way they drag 
the helpless little ones througli the streets 
in aim, raiu, heat, or cold, aud even late 
at night. 

r Motherhood involves duty, saerilice, 
thought and careful study. 
/ We have training wchools for teachers, 
for cooks, for business; why in the name 
of htitnanity, are there no training 
schools for motlicrs? and why are yuniig 
jnarrieii women not force*] by law to 
attend them aud put their teachings into 
practice? 

Is it because little children are of le.ss 
importance than a man's "boKiks," or his 
dinner? 

But, say.s one. "natural instinct 
teaches a mother to care of her cliil 
dren." 

Whv tlien does not instin<'t teach hor 
how to cook a detent meal for her empty 
stomach, or to make a well-fitting dress 

Xor lierself? 

: She will devote months to the stuily 
of dressmaking that she shall nor 
■•spoil" her clothing; but resent indig- 
nantly the idea, that she reiiuires train- 
ing for inotlierhood. 

I And yet, what depth there is tu the 
study of childhood; not only the general 
health, but tem|iorameut, the diseases of 
children, the dispositions, their adapt- 
ability, their little imaginations even 
must bOi in many cases, considered in 
it heir training. 

And who of us, mothers ourselves — do 
not realize after years of experience, of 
loss of failure perhaps — the absolute 



need of training, of guidance, of knowl- 
edge acciuired through the experience 
.and knowledge of thoso who have learned 
before. And for want of this knowledge 
we are <'ruel. 

/ Tile nervous child is seat to bed in the 
ilark, to break it of its "silly uouseusc." 
The sickly child with its deranged diges- 
tive system, is whipped for its "bad teni- 
I)ere(r' irritability — while its dyspeptic 
father is humored to the disi-ouvfort of 
the entire household. The sensitive eluM 
is ridicided, the stubborn idnhl is sub- 
jecleil to the mil. The voracious child is 
publicly upbraided for its "greediness" 
and appetite, when '£) cents worth of 
santonin powders would .save its child- 
ish uiortilication and the iro of its lueau- 
fionled parent. 

i 'I'lirough false training, cliildren are 
taught to lie, aii<l then whipped for duiiiL' 
so. Through carelessness in clii)ic>> of 
companions and through the mother's 
au-\iety to get them " out of her way 
for awhile" they iearn vices and sins 
.which are sown for life, and were after 
all learned through parental cruelty, fpr 
it is cruel to place little children in such 
tlanger. 

1 have seen little children come iionio 
from .school to a locked home, ami ilu 
mother remainoil out till nine o'(doi U at 
Tiiglil, leaving her cbiKlreii to play on tlu' 
street till her return, when a neigl,: ur- 
hood hunt was in order, to locate iIu'mi, 
I On the other hand I know nioi.ier; 
who lock their little idiildven in the lions,, 
some to attend [irayer meetings, oihcrs 
to attend card parties. Sometiuies the 
results of this neglect are disastrvuis. 
cither througli nervous fright of the 
waking cliildren, or again through lire. 
All this is cruelty, cruelty to the little 
ones, and cruel neglect of the <Jod-given 
duties ot motherhood. 

Then — aside from these home cruelties 
are the, as great, ones of imposed child 
labor, of boys turned out into the world 
at a loo early iiJ-'<^. to learn a living for 
thiMiiselves. The cruelty of clnj<i punisli- 
ment; when mere children neglected, \m- 
tauglit. or too I'lirly subjected to life's 
worst temptations, are given the puiiisb- 
nients of ex perienceil and hanleucd 
criminals; in idace of reformalion and 
iiiiotlier cli inec. 

Allogelher. idiildhood is nol the dream 
thai p<iets sing of. I rejoice that 1 am 
not n child. 1 wisli I had not hiddre uie 
the doubtful prospect of another chihl- 
hood in another life; unless 1 may have 
been so helpful to little cliihlren here, 
that I have bnilded a beautiful Karma of 



myself; 1 wonder If I hnvc, or If it is too 
late to try now? 

Physical Culture. 

To massage wrinkles from the fare, 
one must be patient and persistent, par- 
ticularly if the blemishes are deep or of 
long standing. The most to be dreaded 
Avriiikle which appears as proof of ng.! 
is not Ihe much talked of "crow's foot." 
but a wrinkle" from the roots of the liair, 
along the neck, just lielow the earn. 
Walidi for it. guard against it, as you 
value your youthful ap|ii>arance'. Koll 
and idiicli ihe llesli of llie neck, willi tlie 
balls of the lingers, roll and rotate as you 
work and slide tliem from the idiin to- 
wards the roots of the liair, working 
out (he wrinkle as you go. Itathe the 
neck u-ilh hot water, rinse with cold; 
anil work into the skill some agreeable 
skin fiMid in wdii<-li is a mild proportion 
of ben/.<dn — lo act as a preventive of 
lyelluwness. 

I To keep the neck rroui acquiring llesli, 
one must exercise it by throwing the 
head up and back, and drawing tlu' 
chords and muscles teiisfr by bending the 
head as far as possible to the left, to the 
triglit and backwaiil and forward, while 
rubbing the tiesli downward with the 
knuckles, forcilily ami dee|ily — yet not in 
sucli manner as to bruise the llesli. 

To prevent or overconio puffy eyelids 
and the discolore<l wrinkled appearance 
f*o disliguring, when seen about tlie eyes, 
one reiiuires to be wat<diful against any 
abuse of the eyes tiiroiigh eye strain, 
neglect of properly fitted eyeglasses and 
also against internal disease. As an aid 
massage the eyeii<ls and under the eyes 
Willi a gentle circular motion, beginning 
at the corner nearest the nose, over the 
eyelid and around under the eye ami 
downward at the nose. 

Ha thing with ahun water >vill prove 
lielpful in some cflscs. For the crow's 
feet, pinching nntl rubbing across tlio 
lines freijuontly, thus drawing the bloml 
to the surface nnd setting the circulation 
into livelier motion, will keep crow's 
fee! at bay imlotiniKdy.

, .Vnswer — Try this; It will turn tli 
lashes black; aud if.psed should be kept 
up, otherwise your . appearance wonhl lie 
decidisdly full of vhriety: Gum arabie, l 
dram; India ink, Vi dram. Get your 
(Inigtjist to iiowder these two, very Viul'. 
,1'laee them in ii oup and add slinvly a 
few drops of rose water, mixing the iiow- 
ders to n paste. When the paste> is 
smootJi, ad(l the remainder of -1 ozs ot 
rose water; and mix well, then bottle the 
stain. Apply witli a liny cainel'.s hair 
brush to the iasiies and brows,

' This process works like o charm on 
dog, coyote, wolf, bear or sheep skins 
nnd others of like nature.

At the close of the inoiitli the Pleiades 
and the Hyadcs, the tirst of the winter 
stars, may he Koeii just above Iho 
ground in the eaul. lellinj,' us lluit slim- 
mer is indeed over luul tliat winter i.s at 
ihand. Meanwhile it is llie loss striking 
ljut no less beautiful faint autumn 
Rroups which are with us. 
1 Diroctlv overhead will bo seen the 
brilliant Vefja, with the nortliern cross 
on the east ami tbo delicate little oval 
tignre known as the Northern Crown to 
the west.

Its density is still 
very low, a cubic foot ot rr.iiius would 
only weigh one-fourth a;; iiuu ii as a cubii- 
foot of our earth, and apparently many 
ages imust puss away as it shrinks to- 
gether and cools^oiE before it can support 
any form of life whicli wo ciin conceive 
of. 

Uranus is jittended by four small 
moouK, the inner' one of which races 
around the planet in only two and one- 
half <lays, while the outer one requires 
bnly thirteen and one-half days in which 
to make tho circuit. It will be remem- 
bered that ^oni"- dwn. moon goes around 
the earth ■in'tw'en.ty-eight days. While 
a month on Uranus, reckoning by the 
nearest moon, is l)nt two and one-half 
days long; the year, on the contrary, s 
eighty-four limes as long as ours, for 
Uranus ocinipies eighty-four years in 
passing Mriiuud the sun. Only an in- 
'habitant. who lived to a good old age 
would tlierelDre be jirivilogod tO see the 
four seasons — si>riiig, suiiimer, autumn 
anil winter on this planet.

Its appjirent diameter is only four sec- 
onds; that is, it only appears to be about 
one-tenth as large in diameter as .hipi- 
ter, and, therefore, in a small telescope, 
it looks almost exacll.v like a rather 
small t.'rci'uish star.

The Dcaiit if 111 planet Haturii. with its 
.rings, is each evening being brought nto 
imore and more favorable position for ob- 
servation. It is now in the southeast in 
the constellation .\fiuarius. It may be 
easily located on the sky with the 1 elp 
of figure 1, tor it is the brightest object 
in this part of the iieavens with the 
single exception of Fonialhaut, a red- 
<lish star, which is tiiuch lower down 
near the ground. The earth is well 
above the plane of the rings, .so that we 
now look down upon them and see them 
well openeti out. The rings will con-

Between these 
two groups a most striking star will at 
once he noticed, a star very much bright- 
er than any of the fixed stars iu the east. 
This is the planet Jupiter, which is 
Hsing earlier a'nd earlier each evening, 
and which will for many months bo the 
most beautiful and conspicuous object in 
the heavens. 

The possessor of a small telescope 
shouhl not fail to hnik for the planet 
I'ranus, not only because it is in a more 
favorable position for observation than 
it will be again this year, but also be- 



will compare the planet with the other 
stars near it, he will soon notice a dif- 
ference iu the character of its light or 
lu.stre; while if he has access to a tele- 
scope of four or five inches apernture, the 
little round disc will be very distinctly 
visible. 

I The planot is so inconspicuous in the 
eelescope only because it is so euornions- 
ly far awa.v. Actually, it is a great 
world, :VJ,0<K) miles in dLaineter. but so 
great is its disn.ance from us that its 
liglil (1,'ciipics two hours and forty-seven 
luiiiutes ill making its long journey to 
file earth, altliougli liglit travels more 
than l,S(i,(Xll) miles in one .second of 
time. The planet is snrroundeii liy a 
very dense atmosphere, and indeed in 
very probably wholly vuporize<l and at a

The little dot iiuirke<l X shows the 
p<iiiit at which in ltiO-1 a n]agTii!i<'eiit now 
star apiieared, and grew so rapidly in 
l)riglitnc'ss that it soon far outshone 
every other star in the sky. It could 
oven be easily seen in full daylight. It 
remained visible for two years, hut it 
has now long since entirely disappeared.
